REMARKS 

Typographical mistakes were discovered in the amendment filed December 17, 
2002 in response to the office action dated July 1 7 f 2002. In the amendment of December 
17, 2002, a computer printing problem caused the referring claim numbers in all of the 
dependent claims to print "Error! Reference source not found," instead of the proper claim 
number. This supplemental amendment cancels those claims and resubmits them with 
the proper referring claim numbers. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for his helpful advice by phone on January 9, 2002 
regarding this amendment problem. During a first phone conversation, applicants' 
representative explained to the examiner what had happened. The examiner determined 
that the amendment had not yet been entered into the system. After consulting with a 
supervisor, the examiner returned the phone call and stated that making a supplemental 
amendment canceling the claims made in the amendment and reentering the new 
corrected claims would be an appropriate action. The examiner also indicated that since 
the first amendment had not yet been entered into the system, that a timely response to 
this issue would be considered.
